CONIFEROUS  EVERGREENS 


The  conifers  offer  a  wide  variety  of  size  and  form.  They  enliven  bleak  Winter  landscapes  with  the  warmth 
and  color  of  their  rich  evergreen  foliage;  in  Summer  thev  seem  to  bring  a  sense  of  quiet  and  coolness  to  the  gar¬ 
den.  For  formal  or  informal  hedges,  screens  or  windbreaks  they  are  invaluable. 

Care  must  be  used  in  the  choice,  location  and  spacing  of  evergreens,  for  many  will  eventually  reach  a 
height  of  fifty  to  one  hundred  feet,  while  others  are  dwarf  or  spreading  in  habit  and  suitable  for  use  where  space 
is  limited.  More  plantings  are  spoiled  through  crowding  than  through  planting  too  sparsely  —  so  allow  plenty  of 
room  for  future  growth. 


NOTE:  Figures  after  the  names  give  approximate  heights  reached  by  the  trees  and  shrubs 
under  favorable  conditions,  first  under  cultivation,  and  then  in  their  natural  habitat.

This  new  and  rare  species  is  the  most  vigorous  of  the  Chinese  Spruces, 
and  is  a  superb  ornamental.  Broadly  pyramidal  in  growth,  and  with 
dense  foliage  and  chestnut-brown  cones,  it  is  a  distinct  addition  to  our 
growing  list  of  choice  coniferous  evergreens,  thriving  even  in  windswept 
locations  close  to  the  ocean,  where  so  many  trees  soon  perish  from  salt 
spray. 

Discovered  by  the  late  Dr.  Ernest  H.  Wilson  of  the  Arnold  Arboretum 
in  1903,  it  was  first  introduced  in  1910,  when  he  collected  seeds  for  the 
Arboretum,  but  is  still  rare  in  cultivation.  The  name.  Dragon  Spruce, 
was  prompted  by  the  fact  that  during  Dr.  Wilson’s  trip  through  San- 
tsze-yeh,  in  Western  China,  he  stopped  overnight  at  a  temple  called 
Wang-Lung-ssu,  or  Temple  of  the  Dragon  Prince,  where  he  found  that 
most  of  the  trees  surrounding  the  temple  were  of  this  species  of  Spruce. 

This  name,  Dragon  Spruce,  first  proposed  by  Harlan  P.  Kelsey,  found 
ready  acceptance.

No  ornamentals  have  become  more  deservedly  popular  than  the  Broadleaf  Evergreens,  for  beauty  of  both 
flower  and  foliage  and  for  willingness  to  thrive  in  your  garden  if  some  small  attention  is  given  to  their 
requirements. 

All  of  the  species  that  we  list,  many  of  which  are  natives  of  the  United  States,  are  perfectly  hardy,  if  given 
proper  soil  conditions  and  exposure  or  location. 

To  successfully  grow  these  beautiful  plants,  see  that  the  soil  is  peaty  or  full  of  humus,  somewhat  acid  and 
well  drained.  A  permanent  mulch  of  Oak  or  other  hardwood  leaves  is  desirable.  A  northern  exposure  is 
usually  best,  although  overhead  leafy  shade  will  make  the  growing  of  Broadleaf  Evergreens  successful  in  other 
exposures.
